I did not mortgage as I prefer a lease to а 
40 mortgage. І filed a suit in my personal capacity against Saheba Khatun in 
my father's time. I prosecuted it in my father’s time and after his death. 
I have withdrawn it about a year ago. It was a civil suit. I had enough 
money бо prosecute that suit. I spent Rs. 5,000 or Rs. 6,000 in prosecuting 
the suit. It wasa suit for a declaration that Saheba Khatun was not the 
lawfully, married. wife of my father, and that the child: was not bora of Saheba 
Khatun and was not my father's child. The suit was very hotly contested. 
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Saheba Khatun was examined, cross-examined for 31 days. T also brought я 
criminal слзе against Зер Knatun in my private capacity.

I have no reason to believe that this document 
was executed in order to thwart her husband or to put pressure on him. The 
Prince could поё certainly be frightened by the execution of this document 1 
in favour of Hashan Saleji (Р) for he was in his death bed and was about tq 9 
sever connection both with his married wife aud the favourite mistress of his 
old age.
